‘The Tides of War Are Receding’ 


Iraq invasion may 
signal an end to long, 
costly undertakings

In the final days of the U.S. war in 
Iraq, the outlook for America’s mili- 
tary entanglements is markedly dif- 
ferent from the confusing, convul- 
sive first days. 

Early on, Iraq looked, to many, 
like one in a string of big conflicts 
in a “war on terror.” 

Now, with the last American 
troops set to depart by year’s end, Iraq 
seems more likely to signal an end to 

such long and enor- 

mously costly under- 
takings in the name 
of preventing another 
terrorist attack on U.S. 
soil — at least under 
the administration of 
President Obama. He 
opposed the Iraq War 

and has declared that 

“the tides of war are receding.” 

With Obama also pledging to end 
the U.S. combat role in Afghanistan 
within three years, the military’s 
focus is turning to places such as 
Yemen and Somalia. 

There, the approach is different. 
Aerial drones, proxy forces and small 
teams of U.S. commandos are the 
preferred formula for containing the

A Warning for Iran 

Iran should not misread the 
withdrawal of American troops 
from Iraq as affecting the U.S. 
commitment to the fledgling 
democracy, Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said 
Sunday. Washington has long 
worried that meddling by Iran, a 
Shiite Muslim theocracy, could 
inflame tensions between Iraq’s 
Shiite-led government and its 
minority Sunnis, setting off a chain 
reaction of violence and disputes 
across the Mideast, (ap) 


Islamic extremists who would plot 
terrorist attacks against the U.S. 

Libya, too, has so far been a case 
for limited U.S. military interven- 
tion. The U.S. cleared the sky ahead 
of a NATO-led air campaign to pro- 
tect civilians without putting any 
troops on the ground. It took about 
eight months and cost the U.S. about 
$1.1 billion to achieve the Libyan 
rebels’ goal of toppling Moammar 
Gadhafi. 

The potential for bigger conflicts 
persists in places such as Pakistan, 
whose growing arsenal of nucle- 
ar weapons sets it apart from other 
potential hot spots. 


Iran is a major worry, too, in light 
of its suspected drive to build a nucle- 
ar bomb and its proclaimed goal of 
wiping out Israel. But a U.S. invasion 
of Iran, on a scale like Iraq, seems 
highly unlikely for now. 

Even after the U.S. declares an end 
to its presence in Iraq in December, 
about 157 U.S. service personnel are 
expected to remain, working out of 
the U.S. Embassy in Baghdad under 
Army Lt. Gen. Robert Caslen. 

Their job will be to oversee securi- 
ty assistance to the Iraqi government, 
as similar embassy contingents do in 
many other Persian Gulf countries 
and beyond, robert burns (ap)

Blacks Lag in Booming Careers 

Group’s numbers in 
science, tech, math, 
engineering decline 


Washington 

With black unemployment reach- 
ing historic levels, banks laying off 
tens of thousands and law school 
graduates waiting tables, why aren’t 
more African-Americans looking 
toward science, technology, engi- 
neering and math — the still-hir- 
ing careers known as STEM? 

The answer turns out to be a 
complex equation of self-doubt, 
stereotypes, discouragement and 
economics — and sometimes just 
wrong perceptions of what math 
and science are all about. 

The percentage of African- 
Americans earning STEM degrees 
has fallen during the last decade. It 
may seem far-fetched for an under- 
educated black population to aspire 
to become chemists or comput- 


Frustrating Factors 

Several factors are cited by sci- 
entists, educators and students 
for reasons behind the lack of Afri- 
can Americans going into science, 
technology, engineering and math 
careers. One is a self-defeating per- 
ception that STEM is too hard. Also 
mentioned are a lack of role mod- 
els and mentors; pressure to earn 
money quickly; and discouraging ac- 
ademic environments. The impact 
reaches beyond the black communi- 
ty as America struggles to produce 
enough scientists to prosper in a 
world ruled by technology, (ap) 

er scientists, but the door is wide 
open, colleges say, and the short- 
fall has created opportunities for 
those who choose this path. 

STEM barriers are not unique to 
black people. The U.S. does not pro- 
duce as high a proportion of white 
engineers, scientists and mathemati- 


cians as it used to. Women and Lati- 
nos also lag behind white men. 

Black people are 12 percent of 
the U.S. population and 11 percent 
of all students beyond high school. 
In 2009, they received just 7 per- 
cent of all STEM bachelor’s degrees, 
4 percent of master’s degrees, and 2 
percent of Ph.D.s, according to the 
National Center for Education Sta- 
tistics. In 2009, African-Americans 
received 1 percent of degrees in sci- 
ence technologies, and 4 percent of 
degrees in math and statistics. Out 
of 5,048 Ph.D.s awarded in the phys- 
ical sciences, such as chemistry and 
physics, 89 went to African-Ameri- 
cans — less than 2 percent. 

“White men make up less than 
50 percent of the U.S. population. 
We’re drawing [future scientists] 
from less than 50 percent of the 
talent we have available,” says Mae 
Jemison, the first black woman 
astronaut, who has a medical degree 
and a bachelor’s in chemical engi- 
neering.

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study Says BPA, Behavior Linked 


Exposure to chemical 
before birth might 
affect girls’ demeanor 

Chicago 

Exposure to BPA before birth 
could affect girls’ behavior at age 
3, according to the latest study on 
potential health effects of the wide- 
spread chemical. 

Preschool-aged girls whose 
mothers had relatively high urine 
levels of bisphenol-A during preg- 
nancy scored worse but still with- 
in a normal range on behavior 
measures including anxiety and 


hyperactivity compared to other 
young girls. 

The results are not conclu- 
sive, and experts not involved in 
the study said factors other than 
BPA might explain the results. The 
researchers acknowledge that “con- 
siderable debate” remains about 
whether BPA is harmful. 

The researchers measured BPA 
in 244 Cincinnati-area mothers’ 
urine twice during pregnancy and 
at childbirth. The women evaluat- 
ed their children at age 3. 

Nearly all women had measurable 
BPA levels, like most Americans. But 
increasingly high urine levels during 
pregnancy were linked with increas- 


New Evidence 

The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion has said that low-level BPA 
exposure appears to be safe. But be- 
cause of recent scientific evidence, it 
has concerns about potential effects 
of BPA on the brain and behavior in fe- 
tuses, infants and small children. The 
FDA is continuing to study BPA expo- 
sure and supports efforts to minimize 
its use in food containers. BPA has 
many uses, and is found in some plas- 
tic bottles and metal food can coat- 
ings. It was widely used in plastic baby 
bottles and sippy cups, but the indus- 
try phased out that use. (ap) 


ingly worse behavior in their daugh- 
ters.

Linda Birnbaum, director of the 
National Institute of Environmen- 
tal Health Sciences and the Nation- 
al Toxicology Program, said the 
study contributes important new 
evidence to “a growing database 
which suggests that BPA exposure 
can be associated with effects on 
human health.”

Officials: Death toll 
in 7.2 temblor rises 
to 138, 350 wounded 

Ankara, Turkey 

Cries of panic and horror filled 
the air as a magnitude-7.2 earth- 
quake struck eastern Turkey, kill- 
ing at least 138 people and wound- 
ing 350, officials said. 

Tens of thousands fled into the 
streets, screaming or trying to 
reach relatives on cell phones. As 
the extent of the damage became 
clear, survivors dug in with shovels 
or even their bare hands to rescue 
the trapped and the injured. 

“My wife and child are inside! 
My 4-month-old baby is inside!” 
CNN-Turk television showed one 
young man sobbing outside a col- 
lapsed building in Van, the pro- 
vincial capital. 

The hardest-hit area was Ercis, 
a city of 75,000 close to the Irani- 
an border. Many buildings also col- 
lapsed in the district of Celebibag, 
near Ercis. 

“There are many people under 
the rubble,” Celebibag Mayor Vey- 
sel Keser told NTV. “People are in

Thousands turn out 
to have a say in Arab 
Spring’s first vote 

Tunis, Tunisia 

In the early morning hours Sun- 
day, Tunisians dipped their fin- 
gers in blue ink and marked bal- 
lots in the first election of the Arab 
Spring. 

“It’s the first time in my life 
I’ve actually voted,” said Tur- 
kane Seklani, 37, in Tunis. “I am 
so happy.” 

It was here that the year’s first 
Arab revolution accomplished the 
unthinkable, forcing long-ruling 
President Zine el-Abidine Ben Ali 
to flee. Emboldened by the Tunisian 
revolt, the region’s streets awak- 
ened. Egyptians ousted President 
Hosni Mubarak. Libyan protesters- 
turned-fighters fought a bloody war 
for eight months and on Thursday 
killed Moammar Gadhafi. In Syria, 
Bahrain, Yemen and beyond, the 
unrest continues. 

On Sunday, Tunisia — where the 
most peaceful of the revolts unfold- 
ed — took the next step as citizens 
voted. The success or failure of the 
vote to elect assembly members 
who will write the new constitu- 
tion and appoint an interim lead- 
er will set a precedent for other 
Arab nations where citizens seek

In the more-than nine months 

since a monthlong uprising ousted 
President Zine el-Abidine Ben Ali 
on Jan. 14 and triggered the Arab 
Spring uprisings, the interim govern- 
ment has not solved the problems 
that drove Tunisian youths to the 
streets, including economic woes, 
rampant corruption and lack of op- 
portunity.

Tripoli, Libya 

Libya’s interim rulers declared the 
country liberated on Sunday after 
an eight-month civil war, launch- 
ing the oil-rich nation on what is 
meant to be a two-year transition to 
democracy. But they laid out plans 
with an Islamist tone that could rat- 
tle their Western backers. 

The announcement was clouded 
by international pressure to explain 
how ousted dictator Moammar 
Gadhafi had been captured alive 
days earlier, then ended up dead 
from a gunshot to his head short- 
ly afterward. 

Gadhafi’s death in circumstances 
that are still unclear, and the grue- 
some spectacle of his body laid out 
publicly as a trophy in a commercial 
freezer, are testing the new Libyan 
leaders’ commitment to the rule of 
law. Even at the ceremony to declare 
liberation, two speakers 
in positions of authority 
essentially said Gadhafi 
got what he deserved. 

But transitional gov- 
ernment leader Musta- 
fa Abdul-Jalil, who made 
the keynote speech, did not men- 
tion the events surrounding Gad- 
hafi’s end and called on his people 
to eschew hatred. 

“You should only embrace hon- 
esty, patience, and mercy,” Abdul- 
Jalil told the crowd in Benghazi, the 
birthplace of the uprising against 
Gadhafi. He urged Libyans to rec- 
oncile their differences. 

The uprising against Gadhafi 
erupted in February as part of anti- 
government revolts spreading across 
the Middle East. Neighboring Tuni- 
sia, which put the so-called Arab

Spring in motion with mass protests 
nearly a year ago, has taken the big- 
gest step on the path to democracy, 
voting for a new assembly Sunday 
in its first truly free elections.

Libya’s struggle has been the 
bloodiest so far in the region. Mass 
protests quickly turned into a civil 
war that killed thousands and para- 
lyzed the country for the past eight 
months. Gadhafi’s home- 
town of Sirte was the last 
loyalist stronghold to fall 
last week, but Gadhafi’s son 
and one-time heir appar- 
ent, Seif al-Islam, appar- 
ently escaped with some 
of his supporters. 

The long-awaited declaration of 
liberation starts the clock on Lib- 
ya’s transition to democracy. The 
transitional leadership has said it 
would declare a new interim gov- 
ernment within a month of libera- 
tion and elections for a constitution- 
al assembly within eight months, to 
be followed by votes for a parliament 
and president within a year.

Shariah Law 

Libya’s transitional government 
leader Mustafa Abdul-Jalil on 
Sunday laid out a vision for the 
post-Gadhaf i future with an Isla- 
mist tint, saying Islamic Shariah 
law would be the “basic source" 
of legislation and existing laws 
that contradict the teachings of 
Islam would be nullified. In a ges- 
ture that showed his own piety, he 
urged Libyans not to express their 
joy by firing guns in the air, but 
rather to chant “Allahu Akbar," or 
“God is great." Using Shariah as 
the main source of legislation is 
stipulated in the constitution of 
Egypt. Still, Egyptian laws remain 
largely secular. (AP) 


As the future began, though, 
the past was still visible as Gad- 
hafi’s body was still on public dis- 
play in a commercial freezer in a 
shopping center in the port city of 
Misrata. People have lined up for 
days to view the body, which was 
laid out on a mattress on the freez- 
er floor. The bodies of Gadhafi’s son 
Muatassim and his ex-defense min- 
ister Abu Bakr Younis also were put 
on display, and people wearing sur- 
gical masks have filed past, snap- 
ping photos of the bodies. 

The New York-based group 
Human Rights Watch, which 
viewed the bodies, said video foot- 
age, photos and other information 
it obtained indicate that Moammar 
and Muatassim Gadhafi “might 
have been executed after being 
detained.” “Finding out how they 
died matters,” said Sarah Leah 
Whitson of Human Rights Watch. 
“It will set the tone for whether the 
new Libya will be ruled by law or 
by summary violence.” 

But the vast majority of Libyans 
seemed unconcerned about the cir- 
cumstances of Gadhafi’s death, but 
rather were relieved the ruler of 42 
years was gone, clearing the way for 
a new beginning. “If [Gadhafi] was 
taken to court, this would create 
more chaos and would encourage 
his supporters,” said Salah Zlitni, 31, 
in Tripoli. “Now it’s over.” (ap)

SmarTiip Changes Afoot 


Riders' pretax transit

Metro 

Metro riders will soon see a change 
in how their SmarTrip accounts 
store value and may face a reduc- 
tion in their pretax transit benefits 
if Congress doesn’t take action. 

Commuters now can set aside up 
to $230 a month in pretax income 
for use in transit, but that limit is 
set to fall to $125 per month at the 
end of the year. Parking benefits 
would rise from $230 a month to 
$240 a month. 

Last year, Congress approved 
a last-minute fix that kept the 
$230-a-month transit commut- 
er benefit in place through 2011. 
The transit allowance was orig- 
inally increased from $120 per 
month as part of the federal stim- 
ulus plan. 

Metro and transit advocacy 
groups have said the pretax bene- 
fits keep more riders on buses and 
trains, and out of cars. 


At the end of this year, “fed- 
eral tax policy will provide more 
benefits for somebody who wants 
to drive in versus somebody who 
wants to take public transporta- 
tion,” said Brian Tynan, director 
of government relations for the 
American Public Transportation 
Association.

“This is an incentive for people 
to take public transportation,” he 
said. “They’ve shown that when 
this benefit is available, [people] 
choose to take public transporta- 
tion more often.” 

Metro said about 256,000 area 
employees are registered for its 
SmartBenefits program. Of that, 
about 86,000 are in the private sector 
and 170,000 are federal workers. 


The transit authority is “work- 
ing to advocate for an extension 
on behalf of thousands of our cus- 
tomers who would be adversely 
impacted if the transit benefit is 
not extended,” said Dan Stessel, 
Metro’s chief spokesman. 

Metro also has to make chang- 
es to comply with rules from the 
Internal Revenue Service that 
require it to separate parking 
and transit funds in SmartBen- 
efits accounts. 

The program requires com- 
muters who receive both park- 
ing and transit benefits to decide 
how much pretax income they 
want to set aside monthly for 
each type. 

“It is like having two separate 
buckets of value on your SmarT- 
rip card,” Stessel said. 

The IRS decided in 2006 that 
commuter benefit accounts should 
be kept separate. The rule was 
supposed to take effect in 2008, 
but the IRS granted transit agen- 
cies, which have not been able to 
update their systems, until Jan.

Gov. McDonnell vows 
to look at state code 
for keeping exotic pets 

Washington 

They weigh nearly 500 pounds, 
reach 10 feet in length and are 
gorgeous, with muscles rippling 
through their striped orange-and- 
black coats. An adult Bengal tiger 
could be yours for about $700. 

But if you take one home, you’ll 
need much deeper pockets. Tigers 
such as those that were kept at a 
farm in Zanesville, Ohio, can eat 
more than 20 pounds of meat 
per day. 


The owner of the farm, Terry 
Thompson, who apparently killed 
himself, had 18 Bengals, 17 lions 
and eight bears in his menagerie of 
56 exotic animals. Forty-eight of the 
animals were shot dead last week 
after Thompson freed them. 

“This is a highlight-reel exam- 
ple of why Maryland is so restric- 
tive” of ownership of exotic wild- 
life, said Paul A. Peditto, director 
of the Wildlife and Heritage Ser- 
vice of the state’s Department of 
Natural Resources. 

Maryland doesn’t allow resi- 
dents to own a tiger or any other 
large and dangerous animal.

There’s even a cam- 
paign, dubbed “Bank Transfer Day" that has more than 11,500 people pledg- 
ing on Facebook to switch financial institutions by Nov. 5 — most say they 
are headed to credit unions. Most credit unions are small, nonprofit mem-

Mike Shanahan’s switch from Rex 
Grossman to John Beck as start- 
ing quarterback couldn’t ignite the 
Redskins, who suffered another 
series of critical injuries to their 
starters Sunday as they lost, 33-20, 
to the Carolina Panthers at Bank 
of America Stadium. 

A week after Grossman got the 
hook during a loss to the strug- 


gling Philadelphia Eagles, Beck 
took over — making his first start 
since December of 2007 — but he 
and his increasingly battered team 
were defeated by a one-win team for 
a second consecutive week. 

The once-promising Redskins 
trailed Carolina the entire game 
and fell to 3-3. Washington — 
which suffered its third defeat in 
the last four games — couldn’t find 
a way to slow the Panthers or match 
their offensive firepower. 

Carolina rookie quarterback 
Cam Newton — the first over- 
all pick in last April’s draft — 
embarrassed Washington with 
his arm and his legs, passing for 
256 yards and a touchdown on 
18 of 23 attempts, and rushing 
for 61 yards and a touchdown on 
eight carries. 


Newton’s Panthers racked up 
409 yards (177 on the ground) and 
improved to 2-5 on the season. 

Beck — who hadn’t started a reg- 
ular season game since his rookie 
year — completed 22 of 37 passes 
for 279 yards and a touchdown to 
Fred Davis. He threw an interception 
and lost a fumble in the losing effort. 
The Redskins recorded 353 yards of 
offense, 82 on the ground. 

Even when fully healthy, Wash- 
ington’s offense struggled to exe- 
cute consistently and put points on 
the board. But the Redskins’ efforts 
were hampered as they opened the 
game against the Panthers by the 
absence of injured offensive start- 
ers, tight end Chris Cooley, guard 
Kory Lichtensteiger and left tack- 
le Trent Williams. 

Then the Redskins lost lead-

a left-hand injury late in the first 
quarter of Sunday’s defeat. And in 
the third quarter, they lost start- 
ing running back Tim Hightow- 
er, who was having a strong game 
with 17 carries for 88 yards, to a 
left knee injury. On defense, where 
Washington already was without 
starting free safety Oshiomogho 
Atogwe, the Redskins lost inside 
linebacker London Fletcher with 
a hamstring injury. 

The past month had followed a 
familiar pattern for Newton and the 
Panthers: trail late in close games 
only and repeatedly fall short. But 
this time, Newton got the chance 
to keep the pressure on the Red- 
skins instead of trying to pull off 
his own desperate comeback. The 
No. 1 overall draft pick respond- 
ed to that challenge, coolly lead- 
ing Carolina to three-straight 
touchdown drives after entering 
the second half with a 9-6 lead.

Drinking Blood 



The advantage of a French 75 or a 
Manhattan — as opposed to a novelty 
drink with a weird nanne — is that you 
don’t have to handle a gag reflex when 
you order. “Can I have a Blood Bag?" 
you nnight say, trying not to nnake a 
face. Halloween cocktails are notorious 
for sounding or looking disgusting — 
due to the plastic eye- 
balls floating in thenn or 
the candy corn-infused 
liquors they're nnade 
with. The ingredient 
list for the Blood Bag, 
above, which is one of 
four Halloween cock- 
tails concocted by the 
bartenders at Lost Society (2001 14th 
St. NW), looks innocuous — lennon, bit- 
ters, gin — until you get to the “blood 
puree." Spoiler: It's blood orange puree, 
and it supposedly connes with a candy 
finger (though nnine was ungarnished). 

Still, the Blood Bag was nny favorite 
of the four drinks ($10 each), darkly cit- 
rusy and Halloweenish without tasting 
generically autunnnal. The Hallucina- 
tion Sour (egg white, bitters, absinthe, 
runn) tastes a little Christmas-y, but 
the other two are strangely tropical: 
the wide, red Lost Zonnbie garnished 
with pineapple: and the Killer’s Pas- 
sion (whose foanny top layer is drizzled 
with reddish drops of an unknown 
substance), a spicy sweet Channpagne 
flute of gin, jalapeno and pineapple.

A new biography portrays Steve 
Jobs as a skeptic all his life — giving 
up religion because he was troubled 
by starving children, calling exec- 
utives who took over Apple “cor- 
rupt” and delaying cancer surgery 
in favor of cleans- 
ings and herbal 
medicine. 

“Steve Jobs” 
by Walter Isaac- 
son, out Monday, 
delves into Jobs’ 
decision to delay 
surgery for nine 
months after learning in October 
2003 that he had a neuroendocrine 
tumor — a relatively rare type of 
pancreatic cancer that normally 
grows more slowly and is there- 
fore more treatable. 

Instead, he tried a vegan diet, 
acupuncture and herbal remedies, 
and even consulted a psychic. He 
also was influenced by a doctor 
who ran a clinic that advised juice 
fasts and other unproven approach- 
es, the book says, before finally hav- 
ing surgery in July 2004. 

Isaacson, quoting Jobs, writes 
in the book: “1 really didn’t want 
them to open up my body, so I tried 
to see if a few other things would 
work,’ he told me years later with

a hint of regret.” Jobs died Oct. 5, 
at age 56. 

The book provides insight into 
the unraveling of Jobs’ relationship 
with Eric Schmidt, the former CEO 
of Google and an Apple board mem- 
ber in 2006-09. Schmidt had quit 
Apple’s board as Google and Apple 
went head-to-head in smartphones.

Apple with its iPhone and Google 
with its Android software. 

Isaacson wrote that Jobs was 
livid in January 2010 when HTC 
introduced an Android phone that 
boasted many of the popular fea- 
tures of the iPhone. Apple sued, 
and Jobs told Isaacson in an exple- 
tive-laced rant that Google’s actions 
amounted to “grand theft.” 

“I will spend my last dying 
breath if I need to, and I will 
spend every penny of Apple’s 
$40 billion in the bank, to right 
this wrong,” Jobs said. “I’m going 
to destroy Android because it’s a 
stolen product.” 

Isaacson had unprecedent- 
ed access to Jobs, and their 
last interview was conduct- 
ed just weeks before Jobs died.
